WHY HAIR TURN&=GRAY. 


Puzzling Question for the Doctorf. 


White Hair of .Youth. 


Although usually regarded as a sign 


of age, gray hair, or canities, as it 
is ci-l.'ei! in the language of medicine. 
I? net alwsys so. It may appsar early 
in life, even in the teens'. In that 
case it usually affects young women 
rather than men. 


A peculiarity about the gray hair 


of the young is that it is almost al- 
ways entirely white, and becomes so 
suddenly. 
All the -hairs are equally 


affected, and one seldom sees the np.lv- 
ed color, or Iron gray, ,50 common in 
those of middle or advanced age. 


Sometimes in the young, even 
in 


children, there is one gray lock like 
an island in the sea of normally col- 
ored hair about it. This is usually a 
family peculiarity, occurring in one 
generation after the' other. 


The cause of the hair turning gray 


is something that puzzles the doctors. 
The color of the kair is du-3 to tl'8 
deposit of pigment in the interior ot 
each hair, and grayness follows *he 
loss oE this pigment. That is self- 
evident, but the puzzle is what causes 
the pigment to disappear. Some have 
believed that it is due to the dryin; 
cf the hair, which causes a shrinkag 
of its fibres, and so allows the en- 
trance of air bubbles, the refraction ot" 
light from which then gives the white 
appearance. 


The. 
proof which is adduced In sup- 


port of- thfs belief is that if a gray 
h".ir is put into the receiver of an air 
pamp and the air is then exhausted, 
the color of the hair may return more 
or less-completely. 


Metchnikpff, the famous bacteriolo1 


gist, says- the cause of grayness is 
the penetration into the hair of wan- 
dering cells, resembling 
the 
white 


blood corpuscles. These cells, assist- 
ed by other cells, the aggregation of 
which1 makes the hair, seize upon the 
granules of 
pigment 
and 
destroy 


them.' 
1 Nearly every one has read of in- 
stances of the sadden'bleaching of the 
hair—even in a single night—under 
the influemce of fear, grief or some 
other intense mental emotion. 
That 


such cases have occurred is undoubt- 
ed, but the explanation by either of 
the theories above mentioned is diffi- 
cult. " . 
- 


There is no cure for gray hair so 


far as is taiowa. The use of curling 
irons is said to retard its formation: 
perhaps, if Metcimikoff is right, by 
destroying 
the activity of the "cells 


which consume the pigment. 


GYROSCOPE AS COMPASS. 


AT DARTMOUTH 


Its Use in Steering Steel Vessels and 


Warships. 


The mariner's compass occasionally 


fails of its purpose in these days of 
iron ships r.nd cargoes of a magnetic 
nature.' 'This especially is tbe case in 
warships, where the huge masses ot 
iron, ana steel in guns and gun tur- 
rets. &c., are 
Jjable to afiect • the 


reading of the compass. 


ft is "the usuaJ practice to make all 


possible corrections, but gun turrets 
hs,ve ro be moved around, and the cor- 
rections cannot always be trusted. 


Again, the shock due to the firing of 


big guns is bad'for the compass. Dr. 
H. Anschutz-Kampfe has invented a 
new form of steering standard, de- 
pendent for its operation upon the 
principle of the gyroscope. 


This apparatus has been subjected 


to exhaustive tests on a battleship 
where amid the Sring of great guns, 
the movement of the turrets and such 
ether disturbing influences as would 
effectually have disposed of the ord- 
inary compass jt behaved with re- 
nn.rknble precision and came out of 
the trials quite uninjured. 
The ap-' 


piiratus consists essentially of an elec- 
trieafly operated gyroscope 
carrying 


an indicating netidlc and pivoted with- 
in an arc ~,imilar-to that of the ordin- 
ary compass. 


Tbe instrumcnt'does not necessarily 


,w!nt north and south, but it tend 
conf.iniiali.i- to porint in any clirection 
in which it is set. and thus to indicate 
any change of direction of the shin 
It is not, proposed to displace the 
mariner's compass by means of this 
instrument, for its readings would 
tend to become inaccurate after lonp 
periods of use without 'resetting 15y 
some standard.- It will serve as a use- 
ful supplement to the "compass.

of Adana—All Is Now Quiet 


Constantinople,; April 30.—A wel- 


come message was received from the 
town of Hadjln, in the 
province- of 


Adana, where five American women 
missionaries have been alone with 
thousands of refugees 
who sought 


safety there 
from 
bands of savage 


Moslems seeking to put them to the 
sword. 


Hadjin has stood a siege for the past 


eight days, and the missionaries have 
been sending'out firantic appeals for 
help. A message reached here from 
Miss Lambert,"the daughter of Bishop 
Lambert, timed 10:22 a.m., Thurs- 


day, 
which said: 


"With the arrival of the troops, the 


disorders in and about the city 
have 


ceased and we are all safe and well." 


The Turkish cabinet has taken up 


the consideration' of the 
situation in 


Adana and the neighboring districts. 
The new governor -general, 
Mustafa 


Zihni, is due to arrive at the town of 
Adana today. 
He has been instruct- 


ed to take the most energetic meas- 
ures to ie-eEt:ahiish order and to re- 
lieve the sufferers. 


Adil Eey, permanent under-secre- 


tary of state in the ministry of the In- 
terior, says that' the government will 
make a searching investigation Into 
tfce cause of the disorders and punish 
the instigators. 


Reports received at the ministry of 


the interior Indicate that quiet now 
prevails everywhere. 
Asked partic- 


ularly about Hadjin, 
Adil Bey said 


that as orders had been issued for 
troops to proceed wherever needed, ho 
assumed that a force was already on 
Its way from Mersinatd to Hadjin, or 
had arrlred there. 
This was prior 


to the receipt of Miss Lambert's mes- 
sage. 


The secretary said further that the 


government recognized the necessity 
of . providing 
food, 
medicines

Nadir was executed after a trial by 


courtmartial, on the charge that he 
instigated the mutiny of the troops on 
April 13. He was reputed to be in- 
tensely ambitious, subtle-minded and 
insensible to the suffering of others. 
Nadir Pasha came 
to the imperial 


palace as a slave and grew up In that 
hothouse of intrigue. 


It 'is alleged that the chief authors 


of the recent 
mutiny 
were 
Abdul 


Hamid's favorite son, Prince Mehmed 
Eddine, Rear Admiral Said Pasha, 
son of Kiamil Pasha, the former grand 
vizier, and Nadir Pasha, who was en- 
gaged for a long time prior to the ris- 
ing in corrupting the troops. The two 
former have fled. 


Asni Bey, inspector general of the 


Salonlki police, who was charged with 
the transport of the former sultan to 
Saloniki, relates that when he arrived 
at the palace at 1 o'clock in the morn- 
ing he found Abdul Hamid in a largo 
salon, 
which was 
illuminated 
as 


though for a gala occasion by every 
candle and torch that could be found 
in the building. 
This was because 


Abdul Hamid dreads darkness; he has 
always heeji in fear of the assassin. 
He sat quite alone, with the exception 
of two eunuchs, in a corner1 in the 
same negligent attire as on the previ- 
ous day; when the deputation from 
the national assembly notified him of 
his deposition. 


On being informed that he must de- 


part he; beseechingly appealed not to 
be taken to Saloniki. 
He wanted to 


go to the Cherashan palace. Finding 
his supplications in vain, he resigned 
himself to his fate. 
He entered the 


carriage in a dejected manner and 
spoke not another word. 


On arriving at the railway station 


he appeared to be stunned by fear and 
was obliged to 
steady 
himself 
by 


grasping the railing leading into the 
salon, which, by the irony of fate, 
was a splendid carnage, bearing his 
own monogram, which he himself or- 
dered built, but had only ridden in 
oncfr—a short fide which left him with 
a hatred for railways.

Splitting Granite With Air. 


The 
expansive 
force 
of com- 


pressed air is employed in a very 
nteresting way by a North Carolica 
granite company. On a sloping hill- 
iide, composed of granite 
which 


shows no bed planes, but splits read- 
ly in any direction when started, r. 
three inch bore is sunk about eight- 
:cot deep, and the bottom is en- 
larged by exploding half a stick of 
Jynaraite. 


A small charge of powder ir. fired 


in thir hole, which starts a horlzon- 
talcrr.ck cleavage. Charges increas- 
ing in size arc exploded until the 
cleavage has extended over a radius 
of 75 or 700 feet. Then a pipe is ce- 
mented into the bore, and air is 
forced In, under a pressure of from 
SO lo 100 pounds. The expansion of 
the air extends the cleavage until it 
comes out at the surface on the slope 
of the hill. 
A horizontal sheet of 


granite several acres In extent may 
thus be separated.

PASSING THE RUSSIAN CUSTOMS. 


Many Officials and Porters 1o E»»mlna 


Baggage—Getting Passports. 


The ordeal of the Russian customs 


can only, be described as fearlul and 
wonderful — from any point of view. 
A score of officials and twice as many; 
special porters, writes a correspond- 
ent of the London Evening Standard, 
went systematically 
through 
every 


ce of luggage, large or small, .o£ 


every passenger. Threo officials and- 
two porters was the average composi- 
tion of the small parties that proceed- 
ed solemnly all around the great ;iall 
on the other side of the counter on 
which all our'sluggage was displayed, 
with us expectant or anxious passci- 
gers before it— 
, 


"Have you anything?"- "No, noth- 


ing." Then another official puts it an- 
other way: 
"Have you 
anything 


new?" 
To which the natural reply 


was: 
"Well, what do you think? We 


come straight from London." 
From 


every passenger's luggage sometl- ns 
or other was chosen at random and 
borne off in triumph to the assessor'3 
table. So far as could be seen every-

But the officials certainly earned their 
pay. whatever it might be, if only by 
the exquisite acting of their ungrate- 
ful parts.

For 
the distributor was a half literate and 
not wholly- sober gendarme, ruby nos- 
ed and truculent,

with Babel of names—all written onn 
way and pronounced quite another—- 
necessitated the intervention of an of- 
ficer who made a better hand of. it, 
but not much.

A Scotchman's Gift, It Has Done Much 


to Develop the Region. 


James Stevenson, a wealthy Scotch- 


man, gave 525,000 to build a road .><.- 
i ween the north end of Lake ^ya:-:s;•. 
and ihe south end of Lake Tanganyika 
in Central Africa about twenty-five 
yoars ago. He was convinced ihnt 
nothing would help more to develop 
Africa than good highways. 


It has helped to accustom the na- 


tives of that densely peopled region 
to work for the whites, and to use 
cilico and other European articles. 
The work of construction was the first 
instance on a large scale of ihe u'.i'.L- 
xa;ion of native labor iu Central Afri- 
ca. Many trained laborers now livu 
along the road and are engaged in 
transport service between 
tho 
two 


great lakes. 


This highway is known as the Stev- 


enson road. Mr. Chrapkovski, an offi- 
cial in the German service, who rec- 
ently travelled over the road bus 
written an interesting account of it. 


He says that though nothing nas 


been done to maintain the road built, 
twenty five years ago, it is still, wuh 
the single exception of the road be- 
tween Victoria Kyanza aud Tangany- 
ika, the best highway in Central Af- 
rica. 
As nothing has been done to 


maintain, the road it is now covered 
with grass, but travellers say this is 
really an advantage as the vegeiaUor. 
has'helped to keep the road from 
washing, and it is also better for Uie 
feet of the carriers who dislike to 
walk on :hose stretches where there- 
is no grass, for It is as hard as stone 
and hurts their feet. 


The usefulness of the road is proved 


by the fact that porters carrying uO 
pounds on their backs make an aver- 
age of twenty miles a day ..while the 
usual journey is only ten miies..-..The? 
road passes entirely through British 
territory and the Government has er- 
ected a station every twenty mi IRS 
where caravans may spend tne night. 


There is provision at each station to 


put all the freight under cover, <jcm- 
forrable brick and concrete housas af- 
ford excellent conditions for a good 
night's rest and there are cook bouses 
where the meals of the caravans are 
prspared. 
One of the neignboriug 


chiefs is held responsible 
for 
the 


cleanliness and good order of each sta- 
tion. 
He receives, a monthly salary 


of a few shillings from the' CJovcrn- 
ment and a. few yards of calico'from 
each caravan passing over tne route. 


The road was intended and is well 


adapted for the use of wagous, biK 
unfortunately the South African oxen 
that were brought into tne country 
did not thrive there and the experi- 
ment of using them was given up. As 
long as oxen were used large wagons 
loaded with 6,000 pounds of freignr 
and drawn by sixteen oxen made an 
average of fourteen miles a day tram 
one lake;to the other. 


When . the oxen proved a failurp, 


small carts hauled by the natives ana 
carrying about. 1,000 pounds of freight 
were introduced., but it was finally de- 
cided that transport on tne backs or 
men who receive only from five ta 
seven shillings a month was cheaper, 
and now- vehicles are seldom seen on 
the road. .

over goods which were to be auctioned 
off. selecting those I wanted and then 
wandering from shop to snop, pricing 
artinlc-s of the same kind, until litUe 
by little I learned.

One of the houses •which 
brougnt hjm ?2,500 for good will and 
furnishings had cost only an $800 out- 
lay in ali, and had paid for ILe trou- 
ble of running it during the

The industry of translating foreign 


I iiithurs into English has grown aui- 


I azingly in the laat fifteen years. 
Be- 


fore that time there was compi'.rn- 
tively a small demand by Auirricnii 
readers for the writings o[ furc'l:;u 
authors, except, of course, the faiuoua 
writers. 


Commercialism had liitle to do w i t h 


the early translations, most of whioli 
were accomplished c.s a labor of love 
:m the part of certain English liter- 
ary men. 


Now the situation is changed. 
At 


the prcsoiu time nearly every novel 
of prominence published abroad is 
printed also iii English. 
Every 0:10 


lhat makes a. hit is snapped up i;-.i- 
mediately and thrown upon the Am- 
erican market. 


As the quantity o[ translation from 


foreign authors increased the q u a l i r y 
declined. At first the work was donu 
by men of a b i l i t y who had a thorough 
knowledge of the language i.iey wore 
dealing with. 
Nov.- this branch of 


literature has become mere drudgery 
aud is confined to writers who work 
with open dictionary. 


From S25 to $i(;0 is paid nowadays 


for the translation of a foreign boolc. 
Some of these contain from 2CO to GuO 
pages, and an energetic translator 
:an accomplish his taskk in a few 
week's. Keeping in mind the payment 
lie is to receive, he husues through 
the work as rapidly as possible, with 
the natural result. 


As soon as an author makes a hit 


abroad his works are tnrown into 
type here one after another as quick- 
ly as they can be turned into Engli a. 
The translator and printer alone ivi'l 
them, and in many cases there is no 
:riticism passed uncn the execution 
of the work. 


One woman in New York has been 


known to translate at the rate of 
eighty typewritten pages a day, ana 
during one week she succeeded in nil- 
ing a contract calling for the trans- 
lation of two three hundred page 
books in French. 


Some 
years 
ago 
when 
Belot'9 


"Stranglers of Paris" made 
a 
hit 


abroad, a cheap publishing house In 
New York began printing the atitu- 
K'S other books. 
A ' writer 
who 


was noted principally for his spes'l 
was hired to take the work and he 
received $35 for each book he trans- 
lated. From six to ten days was all 
he reqiiired to accomplish the trans- 
lation of a volume. 


There are scores of men and wom- 


en in New York working for 530 cr 
?40 a week translating the sensational 
French books of the cheaper sort. 
There is a continual demand for thcs^ 
novels because they are generally re- 
garded as daring.
